You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall 
in said Lyndeborough, on Tuesday, the eleventh 
day of March, next, at ten of the clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriations of the same.

said purpose the sum of $632.04 and the State will 
contribute $2528.14. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $150.00 for the care of ceme- 
terles. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $225.00 for the J. A. Tarbell 
Library to include that required by law. 
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7. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $75.00 for the observance of 
Memorial Day. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $300.00 for the control of white 
pine blister rust. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $50.00 for the Monadnock Re- 
gion Association. 


10. To see if the town will vote to petition the 
State Tax Commission to have an audit made by the 
municipal accounting division and to make an ap- 
propriation to cover the expense of such audit. 


11. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


12. To see if the town will vote to paint the town 
hall and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


13. To see if the town will vote to allow the se- 
lectmen to distribute inventory blanks at the time of 
taking inventory April 1. 


14. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeboro: 


I respectfully submit my eighteenth annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools: 


Supervision 


In the last several annual reports I have attempt- 
ed to set forth what we are doing in the primary 
grades with the important subject of reading. This 
emphasis is constantly being held, and is extended 
to the succeeding grades year by year. The pupils 
who were in Grade One when we began this special 
drive are now in Grade Four, except those who have 
had to proceed more slowly in order to receive the 
greatest benefit from the reading instruction. 

As one observes the instruction in these grades, 
one sees many evidences of the superiority of mod- 
ern methods in the teaching of reading. The interest 
of the children is more keen and real; their confi- 
dence in their own ability is greater; the progress of 
the timid child and of those who are by nature slow- 
er than the average is more sure and steady, be- 
cause they are not forced to try to keep the pace of 
the faster workers. 

More concrete evidences of gains in reading 
ability in the various grades should appear as time 
passes, for results in the standardized tests used 
should reveal what gains may be in reading and in 
the other subjects. Already there is some evidence of 
the improvement of the pupils in the upper grades, 
who did not have this reading program while in the 
primary grades but have had the benefit of the in- 
creased attention teachers have given to reading in 
the middle and upper grades. The average gains of 
pupils in these grades, as indicated by the scores 
they made in the reading tests of the Stanford 
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Achievement Tests in successive years, is shown in 
the following table. 

This study includes all the pupils in the eight 
towns of this Supervisory Union.

In this table, a normal growth or gain for a full 
year is represented by 1.00. The pupils of Grade V 
in October, 1938, had gained .85 of a normal year’s 
growth since taking the test in October, 1937, when 
they were in Grade IV; but in October, 1939, when 
they were in Grade VI, they had gained 1.11 in a 
year; when they had reached Grade VII (in Octo- 
ber, 1940) they had made a gain of 1.31 in that 
year. 

A similar study of the pupils in Grade IV in Oc- 
tober, 1940, shows that they gained 1.25 from the 
time they were tested in Grade III in October, 1939. 
This measure may not be so reliable as those set 
forth in the table, however, due to the fact that we 
use the Metropolitan Test in Grade III and the Stan- 
ford in Grade IV, and the scores are not quite com- 
parable. 


Budget 


The budget prepared by the School Board for 
1941-1942 is based upon the plan of carrying the 
children of the North Lyndeboro section to Frances- 
town, as at present. Consequently the estimate for 
Teachers’ Salaries is $2700 instead of the $3600 esti- 
mate last year, and the transportation is estimated 
at $1400, based on the present contracts. The item 
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of Elementary School Tuition also belongs in the 
first group of items since it is covered by state aid. 
There are slight reductions in several items such as 
Textbooks, Scholars’ Supplies, Janitor Service and 
Fuel, because of economies in the plan of maintain- 
ing three schools instead of four. 


The items under “Other Statutory Require- 
ments” are changed but little from last year. The 
Excess Salary is reduced $15 because a part of this 
cost is based upon the number of teachers em- 
ployed; the Per Capita Tax is $168 instead of $202 
last year because of the decrease in number of pu- 
pils in school; the item of Insurance $62.50 appears 
regularly every third year. The total amount re- 
quired to meet the School Board’s Budget is 
$7,566.50, which is approximately $270 less than 
last year. 


The plan of maintaining three schools instead of 
four this year has resulted in substantial savings, so 
that we expect to finish the fiscal year with a cash 
balance of at least $600; this is applied under “Es- 
timated Revenue of the District’ to offset the assess- 
ment required. 


A reduction in the equalized valuation makes 
the amount of the ‘“‘five-dollar tax’? lower by some 
$250, which automatically increases state aid by a 
like amount. The October budget for the current 
year is approved for a figure that is approximately 
$300 more than last year, as a result of the plan of 
operating three schools instead of four. The total 
increase in state aid would be the sum of these two 
amounts, $550, if the Legislature made an appropri- 
ation large enough to cover all state aid demands; 
as it is, the increase over last year’s state aid is ap- 
proximately $450. 


The total estimated income of the district is 
$2,391.83, so that the assessment required is 
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$5,175.17, as compared with $6,521 in last year’s 


budget.
